Of  the  athletic  teams  at  Falls  Church  High  School, 
Varsity  Wrestling  compiled  one  of  the  top  records.  The 
Varsity  Wrestling  Squad  pulled  two  major  routs  during  the 
season,  holding  Osbourn  to  three  points  and  McLean  to 
two  points.  The  squad  had  many  fine  wrestlers  who  con¬ 
tributed  to  a  10-3  record. 

In  the  statistic  department,  the  two  co-captains,  John 
Farrell  and  Craig  Burnham,  led  the  squad  with  the  fastest 
falls,  45  seconds  each.  Dave  Thomas  and  Dennis  Godfrey 
tied  for  the  season  total  of  pins,  earning  5  each.  Dave 
Thomas  also  led  the  squad  in  takedowns  and  reversals.  The 
escape  artist  of  the  squad  was  Ralph  Lorenzo. 

Falls  Church  had  six  boys  place  in  the  top  four  of  the 
individual  weight  classes  in  the  Northern  Virginia  Wrest¬ 
ling  Tournament.  John  Farrell  and  Tom  Reynolds  placed 
fourth,  Dennis  Godfrey  and  Ralph  Lorenzo  placed  third, 
and  Dave  Thomas  and  Craig  Burnham  won  Northern  Vir¬ 


ginia  Championships.  In  this  tournament,  Falls  Church 
placed  third  with  59  points.  These  six  boys  represented  Falls 
Church  at  the  State  Wrestling  tournament  at  Norfolk, 
where  they  placed  fourth  with  29  points— higher  than  any 
other  Northern  Virginia  squad.  At  the  state  tournament 
Dave  Thomas  was  runner-up  in  the  133  pound  division, 
while  Craig  Burnham  won  the  112  pound  State  Champion¬ 
ship.  This  is  the  first  year  Falls  Church  has  had  any  wrest¬ 
lers  win  a  state  title  or  even  qualify  for  the  finals. 

Four  of  the  members  of  the  squad  compiled  fine  records 
this  year.  Dennis  Godfrey  and  Craig  Burnham  were  unde¬ 
feated,  while  John  Farrell  and  Dave  Thomas  posted  records 
of  thirteen  wins  and  no  losses.  Craig  has  not  lost  in  North¬ 
ern  Virginia  in  the  past  two  years,  remaining  undefeated  for 
25  consecutive  matches.  Although  Falls  Church  is  losing 
many  seniors,  the  prospect  for  a  fine  season  next  year  is 
anticipated.
